Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds 'or so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

6. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary Or expedient so do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provi.sions of these rules with respect to any class or category of person. 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall alfoct reservations, relaxation of age limit, and other concessions to be provided for the 
Schedule Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, ex-Servicemen and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by

O.S^. 103.—in exercise of the powers confetTcd by the 
proviso to article 30? of the Constitution, the President here¬ 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of re¬ 
cruitment to the post of Driver in the tiolar ‘Energy Centre, 
Department of Non-Conventionaf Energy Sources namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) Thpse rules may 
be called the Solar Energy Centre, Department of Non-Con- 
ventional Energy Sources (Driver) Recruitment tlules, 
1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on th® date of their 
publication in the CMflcial Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.—rThc 
number of the said post, its cfasstfication and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in column* 2 to 4 
of the &hedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of Recruitment, age limit, other qualifications 
etc.—^The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, 
qualification* and other matter relating thereto shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said ScheduTe. 

4. Disqualification.^No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person haviqg a fpouse living, or 


(b) who, having a si^use living, has entered Into of 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall b© eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such a marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is neces.sary or expedient so to do, it may by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules wit;i respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6 . Saving.—^Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations; 
relaxations of age limit and other concessions reguired to 
be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes. 
Ex-Servicemop and olTier special categories of person® ini 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern-* 
ment from time to time in this regard. 

7. Initial Constitution,—Notwithstanding anything .contflin- 
ed in these rules, the persons holding the post of Drivers irt 
permanent or temporary capacity on the date of commence¬ 
ment to those rules shall be deemed to have been appoint¬ 
ed as Driver Under these rules. The interse seniority of 
these persons shall not be disturbed.

6. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is ofi 
opinion that it is necessary qr e-xpedient so to do, it may 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relaxing of 
the provision of these rules with respect to any class of 
category of persons. 

7. Saving,—^Noihing in these rules shall afifect reserva¬ 
tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribe, 
Ex-^ServiMuxin and other special categories of persons irt 
accordilnce with the orders issued by the Central Govern-' 
raent from time to time in this regard.
